LAUDS EARLY NAVAL HEROES 


Cabinet Officer Declares That Life Is 


Too Full of Opportunities to Throw 


U p the Sponge and A sk s God's Pity 


on the M an W ho Gives Up. 


Erie, Pa., Ju ly l l . — Exploits of Am er­ 
ica's early naval heroes were lauded 
as splendid 
examples, 
proving that 
“ the man is greater than the ship," 
here by Josephus Daniels, secretary 
of the navy, In an address at the Perry 
victory centennial celebration. 
The secretary told again the won­ 
derful story of O liver Hazard P e rry ’s 
little Improvised fleet and its triumph 
over 
the British 
men-of-war 
under 
veteran officers; he recalled the In­ 
spiring death of Lawrence with the 
words “ Don’t give up the ship” only 
recently off his lips and still in his 
heart and he dw elt upon the magnifi­ 
cent daring of John Paul Jones. 
“ It is not alw ays the highest train­ 
ing and skill which wins the battle, 
although we must not for a moment 
underrate 
the value 
of 
these,” Mr, 
Daniels said. 
“ It was this marvelous 
initiative this unconquerable w ill pow­ 
er which saved the day for the young 
republic at the battle of Lake E rie 
and gave Perry Immortal fame. 
The 
man is greater than the ship. 
I am 
afraid there Is danger in this day of 
technical things, this day of methods, 
and models, and mechanisms, that we 
may get too far away from the Idea 
that readiness and aptitude and In itia­ 
tive. alertness to change the line of 
battle with changing circum stances In 
the fate of the fray, are vital to suc­ 
cess.

his agonized efforts to

ready, 
‘Give me men, sir, and I w ill acquire

J. Sheehsn, hero of the famous de­ 
fense of Port Ridgely In 18152, pioneer 
of Minnesota and prominent in many 
battles of the Civil war, died at his 
home after an Illness of nearly a year.

up to 1907, he had served as deputy 
United States marshal for this district. 
Colonel Sheehan came to Minnesota 
in 1857, settling at Albert I^ea.

Democratic leaders are us much inter­ 
ested In preventing legislation us get­ 
ting through those bills w hich the pres­ 
ident bus said must be passed. 
There 
are a lot of minor measures that might 
pass without resistance, but the trou­ 
ble is that several men are w aitlug for 
an opportunity to push forward public 
measures in which they are much in­ 
terested. 
Most important among such meas­ 
ures Is the immigration bill, which was 
vetoed by President T aft in the last 
congress and narrowly missed passing 
by a two-thirds vote over the veto. 
In 
all probability the immigration bill is 
stronger now than when it passed last 
winter. 
A t least the Inference is that 
the larger Democratic m ajority would 
favor it. 
But there is also the susiri- 
clon that the Democrats In the last 
congress were playing that old game of 
“ putting It up to T a ft,” which was 
rather popular during the last half of 
th© late Republican administration. 


Tho President's Position. 
The president’s ideas about restric­ 
tive immigration has not been disclos­ 
ed, but in his writings before he came 
to high official station ha showed an 
indication toward greater restriction. 
It is not likely that he would veto a 
bill such as passed the last congress, 
but It Is expected that a stronger meas­ 
ure will be put forward when oppor­ 
tunity affords, as there is quite a grow­ 
ing sentiment in favor of cutting down 
the Immigration from Europe to this 
country. 


Th# Canadian Menace. 
In connection with the Immigration 
question is the menace of Canadian 
absorption which has been going on 
for so ninny years and which has kept 
the Mississippi valley states at almost 
a standstill in population. 
"W e are 
taking iii the raw material from Eu- 
roi*\“ remarked a statesman several 
years ago, “ aud turning out the finished 
product for the benefit of Canada.” 
Many reasons are given why Canada 
has proven so attractive, but probably 
the best is that it is the “ last w e s t” 
T hat region is the last large tract on 
the North Am erican continent that cun 
be developed into agricultural commu­ 
nities. 
The hunger for something new 
in the w ay of tillable lands caused 
tile development aud 
settlement of 
Am erica step by step. 
The Canadian 
development w ill be checked only by 
the frozen north. 
At the same time 
wa would like to have our people re­ 
main at home, and beyond question 
they w ill be better off in the end lf 
they stay In this country. 


T hay T ake an Interest. 
More interest Inis been taken in the 
president’s room in the senate wing of 
the capitol than ever before, due to 
the fact 
that President 
Wilson has 
made use of it for talking business 
with congressmen. 
It was alw ays a 
show place, but now every guide tells 
bis interested listeners how President 
Wilson has created an innovation by 
corning to congress frequently. 
C larks A rs W orking . 
“ The dear people** are not going 
without literature this yeur. 
Even lf 
members of the house are aw ay from 
Washington, work by their clerks does 
not cease. Nearly ovary office room at 
the capitol is a hive of Industry, and 
millions of speeches are being mailed 
over the country to instruct the voters 
us to what the different members had 
to say about the tariff. 
W e knew 
much was said on that bill for “ home 
consumption” and the loads of mall 
dispatched daily only confirm those 
views. 
M arsh all’s Pisa. 
As usual in the senate when mu inter­ 
esting debute is going on no one follows 
the rules aud addresses the chair and 
usks permission to interrupt the man 
who happens to be talking. 
That hap* 
peuad not long ago. uud ufter a time 
the vice president tupped lightly with 
his gavel and remarked: 
“ The chair desires to announce that 
the chair seems not to be addressed 
aud bu# not been today,*' 
"T he chair is quite correct,” apolo­ 
gized Senator Lodge, and then the dc 
bate went on as before Mr. Marshall 
made his plea. 


Bone of Contention. 
The 
fourth 
class 
iiostmasters

“ and therefore would strongly advise 
Individuals 
who are 
suffering 
from 
tuberculosis to continue in the well 
known method of treatment, namely, 
rest, fresh air and plenty of good food, 
until the 
government 
officials have 
made a final report of the investiga­ 
tion now being made.”
